TRAM LINE SYSTEM 


The Bulletin has recervea the fol- 
fowing letter from W. G. Trethewey 
of Montreal, with a request tor pub- 
liration ;— 

Editor Bulletin ;— 

Lest the citizens shovia nave mf 
understood the intentions of my com- 
pany in the matter of the tramline 
proposition, and be laboring under the 
impression that we are asking a mon- 
opoly ‘without regard to the interests 
of the community at large, 1 beg to 
make a few remarks, which, I trust, 
will be understood in the spirit they 
are given. 

I do not wish to ve looked upon as 
an outsider, in comiag to the people 
for the privilege of constructing and 
operating a tram line in Edmonton, 
but having invested my interests 
there and intending to reside in Ed- 
monton, J wish to be considered not 
as an alien, but as one of the citizens. 
The object of writer and associates 
in taking hold of the tram line scheme 
is, of course, to benefit ourselves 
through the enhancing of land values, 
but this cannot be done without 
benefit to others. Simee, we may say 
nearly eveyy person in Edmonton ig 


a land owuwer, it will appear that all! + SSSers noe 


are more or iess benelited by the ad-j| 
went of a tram ine; besides the con-! 


venience it provides every citizen 
with to move about, and the pres- | 
tige it confers upon the town. 


The tram line irom the standpoint | 
of a transportation system, under the 
present conditions will certainly — be 
run 2t a loss. That is seif-evident. 
But in order to satisfy the capitalist 
against loss, the writer with his as- 


sociates comes forward and places at 


the disposal of ihe company one thou- | 
sand lots, for which they receive 
stock at par value in the company. 


As the first year’s business will be} 
done with a dezicit balance, enough | 
of these jots are sold for cash to not| 
only pay joss of operation, but to pay 
interest to the investor whose money 
has built the roaa. / 

Our company would be ready to en-| 
ter into an. agreement with the town! 
that upon the population of Edmon- 
ton becommg tmuty thousand, its net 
earnings from the operation of the 
tram line in the town, over a fair re-| 
turn on the money invested, would 
be divided with the city. As the 
town grew and the business increased 
this income -~would naturally be in- 
peased in proportion. 

From the foregoing it is evident 
that Edmonton with a population of 
thirty per cent. only of what is re- 
quired to make a road pay, will have 
the up-to-date advantage sf a large 
and modern town, without one cent 
extra taxation to its citizens. I ask 
Is this worth having or not? 

Not wishing te trespass further on 
your good nature and valuable space, 
Mr. Editor, { must close with the re- 
mark that every business and think- 
ing man must see what a tram line 
means for Edmonton at the present 
time, to the aevelopment of her sur- 


rounding resources; to her manufac- 
tories: to her people, and to her| 
prestige. And since the construe- | 


tion and maintenance of such a sys- 


tem would not cost one cent to 
ber citizens and be under the 
supervision of the city engineer, so 


far as tne citizens’ interests were 
poncerned, and by a contract enter- 
ed into with tne city, the citizens in- 
terests would be fully protected, it 
must appeal to all who have the 
town’s interest at heart, as a sure 
step in the much of progress.
